and he ordered the youth removed 
to the hospital by ambulance. Hertz 
lost consciousness at, the. time the 
.shot entered fiis head arid remained 
in that condition after 
reaching 


the hospital. Physicians said 
it 


would be impossible to operate while 
Hertz remained in that condition. 


Had Made threats 


In their investigation, police were 


unable to find any motive for the 
suicide attempt. The youth was re- 
ported, however, as having been dis- 
satisfied because a number of his 
friends were in the service nnd he 
had been unable to Join. Pupils at 
the school reported that Hertz had 
made .several threats to commit 
suicide during the past few days, 
but that the matter was taken by 
them in the manner of a joke.

Ownership of the revolver which

Patton's plunge to the river 
near Coblenz. 


A bridge crosses the Rhine at 


Remagen, 13 miles southeast of 
besieged Bonn. The American 
First and Nintti Divisions as- 
saulted that old university city 
from a sieg-e arc to three miles 
away on. the north, west and 
south. 
Precisely how close the Third 


Army was to Coblenz, a major traf- 
fic center, was not specified. Both 
the First and Third Armies were 
cloaked in news blackouts, the bet- 
ter to confuse trie five or six Ger- 
man 
divisions pocketed 
between 


them. 


Cross River Barrier 


(A Blue network broadcast said 


the First Army was a mile and a 
half from Bonn and three from Bad 
Godesberg where Neville Chamber- 
lain, umbrella in hand, met Hitler 
just before the Munich conference 
seeking- "peace in our time." German 
resistance was said to have collapsed, 
with Americans racing through town 
after town virtually unopposed.) 


The Germans said the First Army 


had crossed the Ahr river, last 
water barrier between them, and the 
Third Army, and that Patton's tanks 
were "advancing through the Eifels 
in the Rhine-Moselle triangle." 


Both armies had achieved break- 


throughs and both were attacking 
under news blackouts which Gen. 
Eisenhower hoped would keep the 
foe ignorant of their movements. 


75 Miles in 58 Hours 


There was reason to expect that 


the trap would close within a matter 
of hours, tearing off another 2,500 
square miles of the shrinking Reich. 


Third Army censors passed this 


cryptic message: 


"Nothing new was reported of- 


ficially on the Fourth Armored Di- 
vision which reached the Rhine yes- 
terday, but tanks are not yet across 
the river." 


The terrific breakthrough of the 


Fourth Armored Division, led by 
white-haired Maj. Gen. Hugh Gaf- 
fey, of Austin, Texas, Lt. Gen. 
George S. Patton's former chief of 
staff, covered 75 miles in 58 hours 
and reached the Rhine at a point 
specified 
only as "the 
area of 


Coblenz." Another column of this 
Third Army division spurred south- 
ward from the Mayen vicinity and 
last was reported three miles from 
the Moselle. 


Canadians Attack 


The First Army pressed upon Bonn 


in an arc last reported from two to 
three miles from that ancient birth- 
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military immediately. 


Voluntary response in the seven

The Third Army breakthrough left 


the German Seventh Army and the 
tag end of the 15th Army shattered 
in one of the most complete defeats 


to the western Allies. So the British 
bombers do a useful job for our 
Soviet Allies. 


The western Allies are up against 


the Rhine for ninety miles, from 
Cologne to the Dutch border, barring 
a small sector near Wesel. South of 
Cologne the American First and 
Third Armies are closing up fast 
to the waterway. Well, our troops 
are on historic military ground, for 
the banks of :the Rhine have felt 
the tread of Caesar, Attila the Hun, 
Charlemange, Napoleon and a host 
of other famous generals. 


Set down among the vineyards and 


castle-land about twenty miles south 
of Cologne is an old town which the 
world won't soon forget. That's 
Godesberg; second meeting place of 
Hitler and British Prime Minister 
Chamberlain who was seeking to ap- 
pease the Nazi dictator. It was 
Godesberg which really made it clear, 
that Hitler was riding for war. He 
all but spat in Chamberlain's face, 
and while the latter still struggled 
to avert war, and carried his ef- 
fort into the Munich conference, we 
observers who attended the Godes- 
berg conference came away with 
gloomy thoughts.

tuminous coal operators, a week after 
John L. Lewis presented 18 demands

Should Inoculate Seed 


It is wise to sow seed in a trench 


so soil can later be worked in around 
the plants as growth develops and 
thereby establish the roots deeply 
to withstand the evils of dry weather 
in early summer. But in no case, 
either when preparing the soil or 
planting the seed, should any under- 
drained or poorly drained "pockets" 
be created. 


Sweet pea seed must be inoculated 


with the proper bacteria to promote 
nitrogen-gathering 
ability in the 


plants. These bacteria ate present 
in most lawn and garden soils. But 
where sweet peas are grown for the 
first time it is wise to mix soil in 
the seed bed from where the flower 
has previously grown or use one of 
the commercial cultures on the seed.

Portsmouth.^ Ohio, March, 8' (AP) | 


—The Ohio river continued "to rise j 
today while Portsmouth watched to j 
see if sandbags atop its obsolete 62- 
foot flood wall would hold back both 
the Ohio' and the tributary Scioto.

—and the Sicilians were cheering 
all the way. 


The second similarity lies in the 


strength of the defenses. Sicily had 
an intricate coastal network of pill- 
boxes, 
bunkers, 
minefields,

traps and barbed wire barriers. 


They failed because there was j 


more steel in the pillboxes than in 
the men who manned them. 


Between the Roer and the banks 


of the Rhine the Germans also had 
strong defenses. True they" were 
built hurriedly by forced labor after 
the Siegfried line was breached. 
Yet they were skilfully and well 
done. There were hundreds of mine 
fields, scores of great tank ditahes 
and countless series of serried in- 
fantry defense trenches, gunpits and 
foxholes. Along the roads there are 
slit trenches every few yards for 
shelter from strafing planes.
